80 MEN ARRESTED AFTER 
FARGO STRIKE DISTURBANCE 


Special Police Raid Headquarters 
of Drivers’ Union, Use 
Tear Gas. 
By the Associated Press. 

FARGO, N. D., Jan. 28.—Eighty 
men were taken into custody here 
after special police officers had 
used tear gas bombs in a raid yes- 
terday on headquarters of General 
Drivers’ Union No. 173, whose-coal, 
ice and transfer handlers are on 
strike. 

Those held were charged in a war- 
rant with rioting and inciting to 
riot. The raid followed a disturb- 
ance earlier in the day when a 
group of about 30 men went to the 
Fargo Detroit Ice Co. on the Red 
River where men were cutting ice. 
Officers said the men tried to halt 
ice cutting by throwing tools in the! 
river. When the special police ar- 
rived some of the invaders fled but 
nearly 20 were taken into custody 
and lodged in the county jail. 

Then the officers went to strike 
headquarters in the downtown dis- 
trict and asked that those inside 
come out, They refused and several 
tear gas bombs were thrown 
through a window, and about 60 
men surrendered. Several women 
and children were at the headquar- 
ters and the officers endeavored to 
have them leave before the gas 
bombardment. The offer was de- 
clined. The women and children 
were not arrested, however. 


CONTEST TO RECORD SWEETEST 
SINGING MOCKING BIRD IN DIXIE 


Any Southern Town VWith a No. 1 
Mocker May Enter—Winner'’s 
Voice to Be Broadcast.

ITHACA, N. Y., Jan. 28.—Plans 
for a mocking bird contest, to re- 
cord the voice of the “sweetest 
singing mocking bird in Dixie’ 
have been announced at Cornell 
University. The recording will be 
done throughout the South by a 
Cornell-American Museum. expedi- 
tion leaving here in February. 

“Several previous attempts,” the 
announcement states, “have been 
fairly successful in recording the 
voice of the ordinary garden variety 
of mocking bird, but this time 
only mocking birds with established 
reputations will be invited to sing 
before the microphones. They must 
be real Carusos. 

“Any town south of the Mason 
and Dixon line that boasts an A- 
No. 1 mocker can enter a candi- 
date. An effort will be made to 
record its song and the winner’s 
voice will be broadcast after the re- 
turn of the expedition.” 


TRAINS DELAYED A WEEK 


Coaches Being Dug Out of Snow in 
Canadian Rockies,

Floods continued to recede today 
in the Pacific Northwest.

LONG ACCUSES 
STANDARD OIL O 
PLOT TO KILL HIN 


In Speech to Senate, He 
Says Company Seeks to 
End His ‘Exposure’ of 


Conditions in the Chaco. 


TAKES FLOOR ON HIS 
RETURN TO CAPITAL 


Louisiana Agent Has De- 
clared Him Public Enemy 
and Has Urged His Mur- 
der, He Charges. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Sena- 
tor Huey P. Long said in the Sen- 


ate today that the Standard Oil 
Co. of Louisiana was plotting his 
assassination. 

‘Long, just returned from Baton 
Rouge where martial law has been 
declared by Gov. O. K. Allen, said 
the alleged plan for his assassina- 
tion was due to a desire to end 
his “exposure” of conditions in the 
South American Chaco. 

Long charged an agent of the 
Standard Oil Co. in Louisiana had 
declared him “public enemy num- 
ber one,” and had said that when 
the Senator.“goes,” the State will 
“again have a Republican form of 
government.” 

Shouting, Long asserted the rep- 
resentative had published a state- 
ment saying in effect that the 
Senator ‘“‘must be killed.” 


TROOPS TAKE OVER 
SHERIFF’S OFFICE 


By the Associated Press. 

BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 28.— 
National Guardsmen took charge 
of the East Baton Rouge Parish 
Sheriff's office today. 

A militia lieutenant and a cor- 
poral visited the office of Sheriff 
Robert L. Pettit, whom United 
States Senator Huey P. Long has 
sought to deprive by legislative act 
and Supreme Court writ of the 
right to name his own. dep 
unless with the Senator’s approval, 
and took possession of the office 
after a conference with the sheriff. 

The Guardsmen had gone to the 
courthouse and found the door of 
the sheriff’s office locked. Pettit 
appeared and, after a talk in which 
the lieutenant said he wished to 
inspect the office arms and am- 
munition, the sheriff turned over 
everything, including the office 
safe, for inspection. Arms and 
ammunition were examined, and 
the lieutenant left, leaving the cor- 
poral in charge. 

Sheriff to Handle Routine. 

Pettit was told that he could 
conduct the office routine as usual. 
The guardsmen, however, demanded 
complete records and names of ev- 
eryone he might arrest, place in 
jail or release from jail. 

The East Baton Rouge Sheriff's 
office was named by Long Satur- 
day in the Senator’s court inquiry 
in what he said was a “plot to mur- 
der” him. 

Long tried to show by testimony 
of Sidney Songy, former prohibition 
informer, that Fred C. Parker, who 
has been one of Pettit’s deputies, 
was one of the alleged conspirators. 
Long had an act passed at the De- 
cember special session of the Leg- 
islature prohibiting Pettit from 
naming any deputies without State 
approval. 

It was stated that a provost-mar- 
shal’s office of military police head- 
quarters would be maintained by 
the militia in the Sheriff's depart- 
ment. 

Resentment to Long’s_ dictator- 
ship began to develop in the Feli- 
ciana parishes north of here. 

Fred C. Wilcox, West Felicia’s 
Sheriff named by Long in connec 
tion with what Long said was the 
“plot to murder” him, predicted im- 
mediate extension of martial law to 
his parish and said no one could 
tell what might happen. In St. Fran- 
cisville, Wilcox entered an automo- 
bile and sped away. 

In Clinton, in East Feliciana, the 
lights went out and many armed 
men, members of the local “Home 
Guards” formed in opposition to 
Long’s State control, paced the 
streets after martial law was pro- 
claimed in Baton Rouge. 

Square Dealers’ Statement. 

Chester P. St. Amant, secretary- 
treasurer of the Square Deal Asso- 
ciation of Louisiana, citizens’ or- 
ganization opposing Long, issued a 
statement disclaiming any respon- 
sibility on the part of the associa- 
tion for the assembly of armed men 
who clashed Saturday with a militia 
company. 

St. Amant said he was serving as 
acting head of the association in 
the absence of Ernest J. Bourgeois, 
the president, who dropped out of 
sight after apparently having es- 
caped arrest when the _ militia 
proved too strong for the armed 
citizens,

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176 CATALONIANS 
SENT TO PRISON 
FOR AIDING REVOLT 


Terms of Six Months to Three 
Years Imposed—39 Men 
Acquitted. 


By the Associated Press, 
BARCELONA, Spain, Jan. 28.— 
Prison sentences ranging from six 


months to three years were imposed 
yesterday on 176 Catalonian farm- 
ers who were arrested on the way 
to the capital at the time of the re- 
volt last October. Thirty-nine of the 
defendants were acquitted. 

Most of the group contended they 
were summoned to the city to join 
a celebration of the proclamation 
of the Catalonian Republic. Gov- 
ernment witnesses testified, how- 
ever, that the farmers were urged 
by radio to leave their homes and 
take up arms against “Spanish 
forces.” 


SAYS MEDIUM’S SUGGESTION 
CAUSED NORWEGIAN'S DEATH 


Cousin of Judge Who Was Drowned 
Asks Oslo Court to Make 
Investigation. 

By the Associated Press. 

OSLO, Norway, Jan. 28.—Whether 
legal redress can be had against 
a “medium” who predicts a per- 
son’s death is to be tested shortly 
in an Oslo court. 

Thomas Bonnevie, member of the 
Norwegian High Court, has insti- 
gated an invéstigation into the 
death of his cousin, 70-year-old 
Judge Ludvig Dahl, who was 
drowned last summer at a bathing 
beach. Bonnevie says Judge Dahl’s 
death was not accidental but the 
result of “suggestion.” 

Shortly after the death, Bonnevie 
says, it became known that Mrs. 
Ingerborg Koeber, 40, Dahl’s daugh- 
ter, had predicted at a seance over 
which she presided as a medium, 
that her father’s death was immi- 
nent. 

Bonnevie accused Mrs. Koeber of 
“socially destructive activity” and 
quoted a doctor to the effect that 
“several death prophecies have been 
fulfilled because the persons in 
question have centered all their at- 
tention on fulfillment of the 
prophecy.” 


BODIES MOVED FROM SRAVES 
THAT NORRIS DAM WILL FLOOD 


TVA Clearing 109 Cemeteries in 
Some of Which Veterans of 
Revolution Were Buried. 

By the Associated Press. 

NORRIS, Tenn., Jan. 28. — The 
bones of many early American set- 
being removed from the 


nessee to make way for the $34,- 
000,000 Norris Dam and the 50,000- 
acre lake it will create. 

The removal of more than 3600 
from the 109 small churchyard 
cemeteries dotting the reservoir sec- 
tion is being carried out by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 

However, the bodies of the pio- 
neers will not be moved far from 
their original resting places. They 
will lie in new cemeteries close by 
the Norris Reservoir. 

About 25 graves will remain at the 
bottom of Norris Lake, relatives 
having requested that the bodies be 
not disturbed. The oldest grave 
found in the region was 124 years 
old. The bodies of a dozen Revo- 
lutionary War veterans and several 
hundred veterans of. the war. be- 
tween the states have been re- 
moved. . 

TVA officials say the old, hcme- 
made walnut coffins, used for 
earlier burials; have been found well 
preserved and also the bronze cask- 
ets in which the Government re- 
turned World War veterans. 


QUINTUPLETS 8 MONTHS OLD, 
GIVEN NEW DIET SCHEDULE 


Babies Gain Total of 6% Inches in 
Height and 6 Pounds, 13 Ounces 
in Weight in Month. 

By the Associated Press. 

CALLANDAR, Ontario, Jan. 28. 
—The Dionne quintuplets were 8 
months old today. Dr. A. R. Da- 
foe said that in the last 30 days 
the five had gained a total of 6% 
inches in height and six pounds, 13 
ounces in weight. The babies are 
now to have a new diet schedule. 
They will be fed one-half of the 
yolk of an egg each. On alternate 
days, they will be given a specially 
prepared vegetable or fruit pulp at 
noon. Four of them will be fed 35 
ounces of food daily. Marie, the 
smallest, will take 30 ounces. 

The base of their diet still is 
milk, although Dr. Dafoe has 
switched to evaporated milk in pref- 
erence to cow’s milk. It is sweet- 
ened with malt and to the mixture 
a lactic acid preparation is added. 
Cod liver oil is given also. In the 
morning and evening they receive 
a cereal mixture. The infants take 
orange juice daily and, in addition, 
an iron mixture three times daily. 

Yvonne, Annette and Cecile, the 
three largest, each measure 26 
inches in height. Emilie measures 
25 inches and Marie 24.

Fatal Shooting of Marshall 
Rossington at East St. 
Louis Discloses He Had 
Second Mate. 


PLAN TO RETURN TO 
HER CAUSED CLASH 


Woman Who Fired Pistol 
Says Husband Had Often 
Told Her That They 
Weren’t Really Wed. 


The killing of Marshall Rossing- 
ton last night as he struggled with 
his wife for possession of a pistol 
in their home at 727 North Twenty- 


seventh street, East St. Louis, dis- 
closed as public information the 
fact that he had two wives, a cir- 
cumstance which precipitated the 
quarrel that ended in his death. 

Rossington, a stereotyper and air- 
plane pilot had told his wife that he 
intended to leave her for another 
woman, Mrs. Elizabeth Tucker, 448 
North Whittier street, St. Lqouis, 
who, he said, was his legal wife. 

Neighbors heard shots in the 
Rossington home about 6:40 o’clock 
and telephoned to police who found 
Rossington’s 27-year-old wife lying 
across the body of her husband in 
hysterics. 

Rossington, who was 32 years 
old, had been shot in the heart and 


left hip with his own .32-caliber qu- 
they 


@déad. In 
house at the time were their two 
children, Marshall Jr., 8, and De- 
lores, 4. 

Near collapse after a_ sleepless 
night, Mrs. Rossington, a comely 
brunette, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today in the East St. Louis 
holdover that she had been driven 
to desperation by association of 
her husband, throughout their mar- 
ried life, with other women. 

Married in 1932, He Says. 

Rossington had told his wife that 
before he married her, nine years 
ago, he had been married to Mrs. 
Tucker, and that her 14-year-old 
boy was his. Mrs. Tucker, how- 
ever, told a reporter that she mar- 
ried Rossington in January, 1932, 
at Reno, Nev., and had not met 
him until three and a half years 
ago. 

At that time Rossington and his 
wife were separated, and he was 
under the impression, Mrs. Tucker 
said, that his wife had divorced 
him. Mrs. Tucker said she lived 
with Rossington until last sum- 
mer, when his wife returned to 
him. Mrs. Tucker, a divorcee, 28 
years old, said the name she used 
was her maiden name. Rossington 
sometimes was known as Tucker. 


Taunted Her, She Says. 


“He told me time and again that 
we were not really married,” Mrs. 
Rossington said, “and that his law- 
ful wife was Mrs. Tucker. I found 
them together in her home last 
summer. 

“He always preferred blondes. 
This woman he called his wife is 
a blonde. Last night when he told 
me he had changed his mind about 
leaving me, and then knocked me 
down and ordered me out of the 
house, I got his pistol. I didn’t 
mean to shoot him but when he 
grabbed me I tried to put on che 
safety catch, and it went off.’ 

They were married in Bakers- 
field, Cal., nine years ago, she said, 
but she left him two years ago and 
went back to California to live, tak- 
ing the children with her. Rossing- 
ton, who had worked as ¢ stereo- 
typer in Chicago, finally got a job 
on the Livestock Reporter at Na- 
tional City and last summer went 
to California to effect a reconcilia- 
tion. 

“On the way back, when he began 
talking about his first wife, I had 
him stop at Reno, Nev., and we were 
married once again,” she continued. 
“He returned to East St. Louis, 
but it was the old story—constant 
quarreling about other women. 

“I found that he used the name 
Ross Tucker. One night I went 
over to St. Louis and found him 
with the woman he always said was 
his real wife. 

Has Grip Put in Furnace. 

“Saturday he told me he was 
going to leave me and began pack- 
ing his grips. He was out all Sat- 
urday night, and he slept most of

Woman Who Killed Husband; Victim 


MAN GETS 60 DAYS 
FOR WIFE'S. OFFENSE 


Mother of Four Released Al- 
though Testimony Was She 
Hit Relief Worker. 


The old common law presumption 
that a man is responsible for the 
acts of his wife in his presence was 


invoked by Judge Griffin in Court 
of Criminal Correction today in dis- 
posing of the cases of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Lemonds, who were charged 
with assaulting a young woman re- 
lief worker. 

The Court found Lemonds guilty, 
fixing his punishment at 60 days in 
the Workhouse, and discharged his 
wife, although testimony was that 
the only blows struck were by her. 
The Judge, however, told the wom- 
an, who has four small children, 
that he intended “no bouquets” for 
her in making his decision. 

The witness, Miss Mary Louise 
Muldoon, 6165 Delmar boulevard, 
testified she made a routine call at 
the Lemonds home, 1016A Grattan 
street, Jan. 11, to investigate for the 
St. Louis Relief Committee the 
Lemonds’ request for funds with 
which to move. 

In the course of their conversa- 
tion, she went on, the Lemondses 
became abusive, cursed her and 
then, without warning, Mrs. Lem- 
onds slapped her sharply. Lemonds, 
she testified, stood between her and 
the door and told his wife not to 
let the worker out until “they got 
what they wanted.” 

After being struck again, she said, 
she got out “somehow” and had the 
pair arrested. She testified from 
records that the pair had received 
$1826 in relief funds since January, 
1929. The Lemonds, on the witness 
stand, denied the charges. 


Milwauke Cathedral Burns. 

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 28.—St. 
John’s Catholic Cathedral was 
ruined early today by fire which 
spread to all parts of the 8&-year- 
old building.

Proposal to Provide Jobs for 
1400 With Assistance 
of FERA. 


A program intended to provide 
work for about 1400 persons on re- 
lief rolls during February and 
March was discussed at a confer- 
ence held Saturday by H. A. Bueh- 
ler, State engineer of the FERA; 
Mayor Dickmann and other city of- 
ficials and local relief officers. It 
will be submitted formally to Bueh- 
ler soon, for approval. 

It was proposed to provide em- 
ployment in proportion to the finan- 


cial needs of those hired, most of 
whom would be laborers at 45 cents 
an hour. The maximum working 
time would be 30 hours weekly. The 
city offered to provide $87,300 for 
materials and skilled labor, out of 
a work relief appropriation of 1932 
bond funds, while it was hoped the 
FERA would pay about the same 
amount for the common labor. 


The principal item in the program 
was $79,000 for 400 men and the ma- 
terials, to replace gas and naphtha 
lamps in the northwestern part of 
the. city with 1358 electric street 
lights. The only item for employ- 
ment of women was $37,125 for sew- 
ing bed linens and patients’ gar- 
ments for city institutions. This 
would require 200 persons. 

Also included in the 
were: Rebuilding Oakland avenue 
sewer, because of the construction 
of the express highway, 134 men, 
$21,894, including $1000 to be paid 
by Missouri Stables; rehabilitating 
about 10 golf greens in Forest Park, 
300 men, $20,400; closing four old 
roadway entrances to Fairground 
Park from Natural Bridge avenue, 
46 men, $7873; grading Brannon ave- 
nue for two blocks, between Arsen- 
al street and Fyler avenue, and lay- 
ing a macadam surface, 47 men, 
$6680; rebuilding tennis courts and 
portions of the bridle paths in For- 
est Park, destroyed for the express 
highway; placing guard rails around 


playground swings; improving Sher- 


man Park roadways.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 28.— 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, un- 
dergoing cross-examination today in 


his trial for the murder of the Lind- 
bergh baby, was confronted by 
sketches of a window and a ladder 
purporting to be his own and ap- 
pearing in that section of an ac- 
count book dealing with the early 
part of 1932. Hauptmann denied the 
drawings were his. 

Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. was 
stolen on March 1, 1932, from the 
crib of his nursery in Hopewell, 
N. J. 

Leading up to the sketches, Attor- 
ney-General David T. Wilentz asked 
Hauptmann: “Didn’t you stop 
keeping accounts within two weeks 
of the birth of the Lindbergh child, 
and didn’t start again until a cou- 
ple of months after the ransom 
money was paid?” “I even didn’t 
know the Lindbergh child was 
born,’ Hauptmann replied. 

Hauptmann pointed out other 
drawings in the book and told the 
Prosecutor they were executed by 
a “little child who used to come in 
our house and play inside.” 

Hauptmann was still on the stand 
under cross-examination when ad- 
journment was taken at 4:35 p. m., 

Kept $14,600 From Wife. 

Early in the grilling, Hauptmann 
testified that he did not tell his 
wife about his “discovery” of $14,- 
600 of Lindbergh ransom money 
in a shoe box which he said the 
dead Isador Fisch had given him 
for safekeeping. 

He said he was excited when he 
found it, but did not tell his wife. 

“Well, you are not very excited 
now, are you?” asked  Wilentz. 
“Why should 1?” Hauptmann asked. 

“No, it is quite a joke with you, 
isn’t it?” “No, it is not a joke. I 
am very earnest.” 

Under further questioning he said 
he planned to surprise his wife 
Some time, perhaps build her a 
house. 

The prosecutor brought up the 
word “singnature” for “signature” 
as used in the ransom notes, asking 
“That is a habit of yours, isn’t it, 
putting the n’s where they don’t be- 
long?” “No,” declared the witness. 

Spells Seventy “Senvety.” 

Wilentz shoved forward a check. 
Hauptmann admitted it was his, 
The check was for $74. Wilentz 
asked him to read his manner of 
writing “seventy.” And Hauptmann 
spelled “s-e-n-v-e-t-y.” 

During the afternoon Hauptmann 
made admissions which  virtual- 
ly absolved Fisch from one of the 
chief implications of his defense— 
namely, that he might have copied 
Hauptmann’s handwriting in the 
Lindbergh ransom notes. Haupt- 
mann admitted he did not know 
Fisch, before the time of the kid- 
naping. 

He denied writing the telephone 
number and address of Dr. John F. 
(Jafsie) Condon, Lindbergh ransom 
intermediary, on a wood panel in 
his home, and on this his testimony 
was in direct variance with 
answers he is alleged to have made 
to Bronx authorities following hig 
arrest. 

“Stop That!” Witness Cries, 

Hauptmann halted his cross-ex- 
amination to say: “Stop that! Stop 
that!” 

He said this after Wilentz had 
accused him of lying in the Bronx 
during extradition proceedings.

JURY COMPLETED 
FOR SECOND TRIAL 
UF MAI, SHEPARD 


Selected at Topeka in Little 
More Than Two Hours 
With Federal Judge Ex- 


amining Venire. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 28.—A jury 
to try Maj. Charles A. Shepard, 
charged with the poison murder 
of his second wife, was completed 
in Federal Court today in a little 
more than two hours. 

Federal Judge Colin Neblett of 
New Mexico took personal charge 
of the examination of prospective 
jurors and asked them if they had 
scruples against the death penalty, 
while Government counsel and at- 
torneys for the 64-year-old retired 
army tuberculosis specialist, sat in 
silence. 

Maj. Shepard won a victory when 
Judge Neblett limited the prosecu- 
tion to events within 30 days after 
the death of his wife. In introduc- 
tion of evidence concerning Shep- 
ard’s romance with Miss Grace 
Brandon, now the Government’s 
principal witness. 

Maj. Shepard, convicted by a 
Federal jury in Kansas City, Kan., 
in December, 1930, was granted a 
new trial by the Supreme Court. 
He appeared in court today with 
his third wife and his stepdaugh- 
ter, Mrs. Burr Cooper. He wore a 
blue serge suit, white shirt, gray 
tie and gray spats. Mrs. Cooper 
soon drew a ball of yarn from her 
handbag and began to knit. 

Saying the trial “may take four 
or five days or maybe a week,” 
Judge Neblett placed two alternates 
on the jury. None of the 14 Kan- 
sans chosen is a resident of To- 
peka. 

A moment later, however, the de- 
fense lost a point when the Court 
ruled that District Attorney Alex- 
ander could tell the jury about a 
statement Shepard was reported to 
have made to Department of Jus- 
tice men in Denver. The second 
ruling was on an objection to Alex- 
ander’s statement that such a state- 


| ment had been made. 

An objection to Alexander's state- 
'ment that Shepard had tried to m- 
fluence Miss Brandon's testimony 
|before the grand jury which  in- 
dicted him was overruled. 
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Wilentz remarked, as Hauptmann 
agreed that he had deceived the po- 
lice.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 28.—La-

‘ing a situation between landlords 


and share croppers comparable to 
industrial disputes caused by dif- 
fering concepts of the celebrated 
Section 7A of the NRA. 

The disputed section, printed in 
an adjoining column, is a loosely 
phrased provision purporting to 
outline the tenant’s share of the 
New Deal in the cotton fields. It 
contains a clause designed appar 
ently to protect the tenant from 
eviction for a year after acreage 
is reduced. Another phrase directs 
the cotton crop reduction plan be 
put into effect with “the least pos- 
sible amount of labor, enoncmic, 
and social disturbance.” 


Complainants Evicted. 


But tenants have complained ‘to 
Washington that the cotton reduc- 
tion plan has benefited landlords 
but made their plight worse. Com- 
plainants, members of the recently 
organized Southern Tenant Farm- 
ers’ Union, have been evicted from 
their tracts. Their leaders have 
been arrested, meetings broken 
up. 

Fighting eviction, they point to 
a provision of Section 7 whicn 
states all tenants shall be permit- 
ted to continue in the occupancy of 
their farms, rent free, for the years 
1934 and 1935.” 

But the lendowners, who told the 
writer the section is “a mere ges- 
ture,” pointed to its numerous qual- 
ifying phrases.

WIVES AGHAST WHEN 
IRISH TOWN COUNCIL 
DONS GREEN ROBES 


Patriotic Move Stirs Up ‘War 
of Colors” at Home; Spouses 


Want Red. 
By the Associated Press. 

DROGHEDA, Irish Free State, 
Jan. 28.—“A war of the colors,” 
strangely enough arising over “the 
wearin’ of the green,” is raging full 
tilt here. 

The Town Council is enthusias- 
tically anti-British. It began by 
throwing out the Mayor’s' mace, 
which they decided was a symbol 
of “British tyranny.” 

Then a scholarly-minded Council- 
man pounced upon the fact that 
“in 1215 A. D., King John of En- 
gland gave a mandate to the 
Archbishop of Dublin to buy crim- 
son cloth to clothe the faithfvl 
subjects of the King in Ireland.” 

That reference to “the faithful 
subjects of the King” stirred the 
Drogheda council. They forthwith 
ordered robes of green. 

They forgot about their wives. 
They asserted that green, no mat- 
ter how excellent politically, is im- 
possible sartorially. 

Red, they said, is a fine color. 
It puts a benediction on all who 
wear it; it makes them rosy and 
happy looking. But green — they 
look jaundiced, yellow and dirty.

AUSTRIA FINDS BRAZIL'S 
COFFEE GIFT IS COSTLY 


Transportation Charges So High 
Unemployed Who Were to Get

VIENNA, Jan. 28.—Coffee donat- 
ed to Viennese relief organizations 
by the Brazilian Government free 
of charge, costs just as much as 
regularly imported coffee in Vien- 
na.

GREEN SUGGESTS 
$50 MINIMUM 
OLD AGE PENSION 


A. F. L. Head, Before Sen- 
ate Committee, Also Asks 
- for 5 Per Cent Payroll 


Tax on Employers. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—A mini- 
mum old age pension of $50 a month 
and sharp liberalization of the ad- 
ministration’s unemployment insur- 
ance plan were recommended to the 
Senate Finance Committee today by 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
In the Federation’s first statement 
on the administration program, 
Green recommended a complete al- 
ternative for the proposed unem- 
ployment insurance system. He de- 


manded a Federal aid subsidy sys- 
tem based upon a payroll tax of 5 
per cent paid entirely by employers. 
The benefit to the unemployed work- 
er would be 50 per cent of normal 
wages. 

Green, reading a long prepared 
statement, termed the administra- 
tion’s old age pension plan “utterly 
inadequate.” 

“Reasonable Subsistence.” 

Green referred particularly tothe 
requirement for a “reasonable sub- 
sistence” as opposed to a fixed min- 
imum, 

“I submit that this safeguard is 
utterly inadequate to furnish the 
beneficiary with the funds neces- 
sary for his maintenance,” Green 
said. “In some states the payments 
have been as low as $5 a month and 
it will undoubtedly be maintained 
in these instances that this. as- 
sistance is sufficient to provide a 
reasonable subsistence compatible 
with decency and health. 
“Inasmuch as the term ‘reasona- 
ble subsistence’ is extremely diffi- 
cult of interpretation, I deem it 
essential that the monthly payment 
of $50 should be made the _ re- 
quired minimum under the plan.” 

Would Cut Age Limit to 60. 

The Federation head also recom- 
mended the age limit for old age 
pensions be reduced from 65,

DECLARES JAPAN 
MUST BE READY 
FOR NAVAL RAG 


Minister Asserts Any Com- 
petition Will Be Met 
‘“‘Even If We Are Re- 
duced to Eating Gruel.” 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Jan. 28.—The Japanese 
must be prepared to see through 
any naval race which may eventu- 
ate, “even if we are reduced to 
eating rice gruel,” Admiral Mineo 
Osumi, Minister of the Navy, as- 
serted in Parliament today. 

While declining to give any as- 
surance that there would be no 
competitive argument, Osumi said 
the Government “is doing its best 


to avoid such competition.” He 
mentioned no nation. 

The Minister strode to the ros- 
trum to make his declaration in re- 
sponse to an interpellation by 
Jusha Tsumura. 

“Naval officers have said a naval 
race is unlikely, but Foreign Of- 
fice circles have expressed uneasi- 
ness on this score,’ Tsumura said. 
“This difference makes _ people 
anxious. What is the real pros- 
pect?” 

“Can‘t Predict Future.” 


“The Navy Ministry,” Osumi re- 
plied, “has never said there would 
be no naval race if the 1935 con- 
ference fails. We can’t predict the 
future. The Japanese Government 
is doing its utmost to persuade oth- 
er sea powers to understand and 
accept Japan’s fair and just stand, 

“But if any power rejecting Ja- 
pan’s fair offer embarks upon ex- 
pansion of its navy, this will be 
evidence of some ulterior motives.” 

“In that event,” he continued, 
“the whole Japanese nation must 
make up its mind to cope with the 
situation, even if we are reduced to 
eating rice gruel. We have no in- 
tention of embarking on a naval 
race, but if negotiations fail, we 
have a policy and are prepared for 
it.

Share Cropper Helpless. 

“In practice, the share cropper is 
absolutely helpless in any dispute 
with his land owner,” Carpenter 
said, “and has no economic secur- 
ity. His contract with the land- 
lord is for one crop only. It ex- 
pires about Jan. 1 of each year. 
Then comes moving time. If the 
share cropper has not submitted to 
the various demands of the land- 
lord he has no security in his home 
and no rights which his landlord 
is afraid to violate. This system 
has existed for generations. AS a 
result, the initiative, courage and 
independence of the share cropping 
class has been almost destroyed.” 

An increasing tendency is evi- 
denced, he said, to supplant white 
tenants with Negroes, leaving the 
deposed tenants nowhere to go but 
“on the road” since crop reduction 
has created a labor surplus in the 
cotton country. 

Carpenter said that the New Deal 
cotton program has not only failed 
to aid the share cropper, but has 
reduced his income.

RED ELLEN,” IN CITY, 
TALKS OF SOCIALISM 


Former Woman M. P. Arrives 
in St. Louis for Lecture 
Tonight. 


Miss Ellen Wilkinson, English la- 
bor leader and once the only woman 
labor member of Parliament said 


in an interview. today that State So- 
Cialism eventually would be a real- 
ity and that with it would come the 
death of the profit system. 

Better known in England = as 
“Red Ellen,” Miss Wilkinson, who 
is only four feet and nine inches 
tall and possesses a shock of hair 
that is frankly red, arrived in St. 
Louis for a lecture tonight on “Fas- 
cism, World Menace.” She will 
speak at 8 o'clock at Soldan High 
School under auspices of the 
League for Industrial Democracy. 

Miss Wilkinson, who is studying 
the New Deal in this country while 
on her lecture tour, her fourth visit 
to the United States, said she was 
“amazed” to observe that Huey 
Long, the Louisiana “Kingfish,” was 
following the steps employed by 
Adolf Hitler in attaining power in 
Germany. 

“Hitler was ridiculed at first,” 
Miss Wilkinson said, “and some of 
his ideas thought fantastic. Yet step 
by step he attained leadership. Ac- 
tually, the whole idea of Fascism 
was once ridiculed. But today it is 
a stage through which many coun- 
tries must pass.” 

How a Dictator Works. 

Miss Wilkinson, who was in Par- 
liament from 1924 to 1931, and is 
standing for that body again, said 
the present day dictator started “on 
the left wing,” rose to power 
through constitutional means and 
then “uses the power of the State 
to smash his opponents.” 

Fascism comes, she thinks, when 
people become dissatisfied with “a 
Government which cannot keep its 
promises, yet tries to keep capital- 
ism on its feet.” She regards it as 
a transitory phase, the eventual 
goal being “social engineeringon a 
national scale,” avoiding economic 
and industrial duplications. 

To her the problem of a produc- 
tion surplus and small purchasing 
power is a mathematical one. 

“If you can’t give people money 
to buy goods,” she declared, “and 
can't export them there is bound to 
be a surplus. I’m not an optimist 
for the immediate future but even- 
tually State Socialism is coming 
everywhere and with it national 
planning and the end of the profit 
system.”

C. Don Frankenberger, Cleve- 
land High School's basketball coach, 
has been transferred from the Ca- 
rondelet school to Ben Blewett 
High School, it was learned today. 
Two other faculty changes were ef- 
fected as Norman R. D. Jones, for- 
mer head football coach at McKin- 
ley and recently assistant to Bert 
E. Fenenga at Cleveland, and R. 
Car] White, Fenenga’s first assist- 
ant, were sent to the Walbridge 
Center, a ninth-grade grammar 
school. 

Although Cleveland in the 
midst of a basketball campaign, 
having finished the first semester 
with two victories and one defeat 
with three games remaining, it was 
found necessary to transfer Frank- 
enberger to Blewett because of lack 
of physical education instructors at 
that school. Today started a new 
semester in the public schools.

LANDIS TO BAR 

CLUB CONTROL OF 
MINOR LEAGUES 
AFTER THIS YEAR 


By J. Roy Stockton. 

After the 1935 season no club in 
organized baseball will be permitted 
to have a working agreement with 
an entire league or with more than 
one club in a league, according to 
a ruling by Commissioner Landis, 
contained in a bulletin received to- 
day from the Commissioner’s office. 


Last year the Cardinals controlled 
the entire Nebraska State League 
and this season also will have work- 
ing agreements with all clubs in the 
Arkansas State League. 

“We welcome the ruling,” Sam 
Breadon of the St. Louis club said, 
when informed of Judge Landis’ 
decision. “We entered into an 
agreement with the Nebraska and 
Arkansas circuits at their urgent re- 
quest, it having been represented 
that the leagues could not go for- 
ward without help. 

“However, it is not good business 
to permit a club to control a league 
and it would be possible for a 
wealthy club to gain a _ virtual 
monopoly on small league talent. 

The ruling was one of many made 
by the Commissioner after investi- 
gation of player deals of Cincinnati, 
Toronto, Fort Worth, Wilmington, 
Beckley, Bartlesville, Jeannetts and 
the Mount Airy clubs. 

Landis Lays Down the Law. 

The Commissioner, pointing -out 
that “further misuse of working 
agreements to evade the rules will 
not be permitted,’ stated in his 
notice to all clubs that “clubs will 
not be permitted: 


(1) to sign players for other clubs, di- 
rectly or indirectly; 

(2) to place players with other clubs, 
except upon filing proper transfer agree- 
ments, which must be optional assignments 
if a right of reacquisition is retained; 

(3) to select under ‘‘working agreements’’ 


any player they have placed with such 
clubs; 
(4) to transfer players of clubs with 


which it has ‘‘working agreements,” (which 
includes attempts to transfer, by any pro- 
cess whatever, their right to select such 
players) or otherwise in any manner to 
control the operations and players of such 
clubs. Upon receiving notive from a elub 
with whieh it has a ‘‘working agreement” 
that it is desired to release or transfer a 
designated player, a club may elect wheth- 
er or not to select such player under its 
‘‘working agreement;"’ but it will not be 
permitted, under the pretense of making 
(as in the foregoing Cincin- 
nati cases) to effect or influence the play- 
er’s transfer to another club. 
(5) Clubs may not exact 
or otherwise prohibit, 


stipulations 
the secur- 
the lower-classification 
club, either outright or optionally, from 
other clubs. Clubs cannot be permitted 
to contract away their right and obliga- 
tion to acquire competitive strength as 
needed and wherever obtainable, nor may 
other clubs legitimately be excluded from 
their right to deal with any club for ac- 
ceptance of their players under outright or 


(6) After the 1935 season, no elub will 
be permitted to have a “working agree- 
ment’? with an entire leage or with more 
than one club in a league. 


Cincinnati Also Affected. 
According to evidence submitted 


to the commissioner on the Cincin- 
nati club’s working agreements, 
there was.an arrangement with To- 
ronto, for the contract of Harry 
Rice, whereby the Reds were to 
have the choice of any Toronto 
player for $2500 and, for the con- 
tract of Player Crouch, second 
choice without any additional pay- | 
ment. 

At Mount Airy. for $600, the Reds 
were to have the choice of two 
players’ contracts; at Wilmington, 
for $2500, the choice of three; at) 


contracts. | 

The agrements further gave Cin- | 
cinnati the right to take any and 
all other Wilmington, Beckley, 
Bartlesville and Jeanette players’ 
contracts for $100 each.

Share croppers in Northeastern 
Arkansas have little in common

cotton area. 

“The immediate problem in Ar- 
kansas,” Dr. Amberson said, “is one 
of economic security—to keep the 
share croppers on the land, to avert 
evictions, to obtain for them their 
legal rights. I am afraid little can 
be done toward the social rehabili- 
tation of the present generation. 
The hope of the future lies only in 
the training of the children of to- 
day, to teach them to alter an en- 
vironment which has created ‘a 
share cropper class.’ ” 

Negro Share Croppers. 

Conditions among the Negro 
share croppers farther South are 
not conducive to any attempt to 
organize them. The Negroes are 
part of a feudal system which has 
existed since the end of the Civil 
War. Organizers would inevitably 
encounter summary treatment at 


the hands of the landowners. To 
the average Negro share cropper, 
the landowner, his “boss 
symbolizes all the Jaw he knows.

stock company and a $100,000 guar- 
antee fund if a mutual company. 
At present, there is no law requir- 
ing a mutual company to maintain 
& guarantee fund’ of more than 
$25,000. | 

Funeral benefit societies, which 
are now subject to only a few re- 
strictions, will be placed on the 
same financial basis as other types 
of insurance companies and will be 
required to maintain the same re- 
serves as other life insurance com- 
panies and subject to supervision 
by the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance. At present, there are no spe- 
cific provisions for State super- 
vision of these organizations. 

Fraternal Insurance Group. 

Although there is no separate ar- 
ticle relating to fraternal bene- 
ficiary societies, such societies will, 
under the proposed code, have to 
conform to the same requirements 
as to reserves, supervision, cash 
surrender values and extended in- 
surance as the old line insurance 
companies. 

As its reasons for providing for 
the eventual elimination of assess- 
ment societies and stipulative pre- 
mium companies, the Insurance 
Department, in the memorandum 
accompanying the bill, points out 
that out of 34 assessment societies 
organized since 1919 only 14 remain. 
Of 26 stipulated premium compa- 
nies organized since 1919 only five 
remain. 

Under the proposed code, no more 
of such companies will be organized 
and those now in existence will be 
brought under the same regulation 
as the old line insurance companies, 

Licenses as Agents. 

Another change is in the provi- 
sions for revocation of an insurance 
agent’s license. The present law 
provides revocation “for cause.” 
The new law provides revocation if 
the agent is convicted of a felony, 
violates any insurance law, makes a 
misleading statement or incomplete 
comparison for the purpose .of 
“twisting a policy of insurance from 
another company, or if he demon- 
un-

sea itself. Besides the fishing industry this 
country, still known by its ancient name 
Lusitania, lives by making wines, chiefly 
port, and by marketing the vinous special- 
ties of its colonies, the islands of Madeira 
and the Azores. 

Consequently the Portuguese knows his 
fish and wine even better than the Britisher 
known his fish and chips. The Lisboner can 
have oysters before every meal if he likes 
and wash them down with dry golden Ma- 
deira, besides. Having been once a part 
of Spain, the cuisine of Portugal is some- 
what influenced by its past and, as with 
Spain itself, there are Oriental overtones to 
many dishes. Hordes of Moors long ago de- 
serted North Africa to settle among the 
Latins on this rocky strip of seacoast, and 
they brought along the ancient arts of Ara- 
bia. So we find stuffed cucumbers, melons, 
almonds even in the soup, and Oriental rice. 

Shrimp are as common here as mosquitoes 
in New Jersey. They go into most sauces 


and accompany lobster every day in every 
way. Both of these crickets of the deep, 
boiled red, appear alongside the ever-present 
Sardine in the characteristic national 
bouquet do mar, which is more of a sea- 
food cornucopia than a bouquet, for it is 
crammed to overflowing with mussels, oc- 
topi, ray, squid, eel, crabs, cod and any 
other foolish fish that swims close enough 
to the craggy coast to be caught.

Preventive Rays of Sun Cut 
Off by Palls Over Large 
Cities.

HEN it was established that 
W sumigne is an essential factor 

in the healthy development of 
children’s bones and teeth, the at- 
tention of health officials was 
turned to the possibility of letting 
as much sunlight as possible filter 
through our murky city air in 
winter. 

Correction of the smoke nul- 
sance is, therefore, not simply 4 
vague striving after cleaner air for 
the benefit of the lungs. It has a 
definite measure of prevention in 
mind. 

The low altitude of the sun dur- 
ing the winter months, the short 
period of its appearance, the cloudi- 
ness and prevalence of fogs, have 
added to them this pollution of the 
air by smoke, soot and other per- 
ticles. 

The amount of this material 
suspended over Central Park, New 
York, has been calculated at 3.97 
tons daily.
